PHONE LINEMEN WORK HARD. 


Southern Bell Has Gangs at Work 


Both in and Out 
of City. 

In talking to Griffin, forty miles away, 
yesterday, Manager W. B. Roberts, of 
the Atlanta exchange of the Southern 
Bell company, brought into service 410 
miles of wire, Distinct and easy was the 
conversation the Atlanta manager held 
with the foreman of the construction 
gang in Spalding’s county seat. 

The line between Atlanta and Grif- 
fin was not quite ready for use yester- 
day and in order to reach the head of 
the crew at that city Manager Roberts 
took on Birmingham, The Magic City 
was connected with Montgomery and 
from Montgomery a connection was made 
with Opelika. Opelika was coupled with 
Columbus and Columbus with Griffin. 
That brought into play more than 400 
miles of wire. 

“By tomorrow night,” said Manager 
Roberts, “Atlanta can get Griffin direct 
and Macon, too. The company has been 
sparing neither men or money to get 
the lines in and out of the city in order. 
Regardless of the temperature yester- 
day we had 35 foremen and more than 
300 men at work in the city and they 
are all trained men. We have brought 
here from New York, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington and Pittsburg, men who 4afe ac- 
customed to cold weather. They all de- 
clared yesterday that it was like a balmy 
spring day. 

“The last new pole for a broken one 
will be set up tomorrow and after that 
the work will go on rapidly. It has been 
impossible for plumbers to work on the 
aeria] platforms. The solder would cool 
before it could be brought into use, but 
today we got in a little work and to- 
morrow the cables in the air can be 
patched. We have 35. men between At- 
lanta. and Marietta and will have that 
line open tomorrow, We will probabiy 
talk with Macon again tomorrow night. 
We have eight gangs on that line. We 
have started ten milés apart and are 
now almost within talking distance. We 
have five gangs between here and Gaines- 
ville. They started ten miles apart and 
dropped off last night one mile apart. 
They will finish tomorrow and then 
connection with New York will be re- 


established. 

‘We have used 20 car loads of ma- 
terial since we began work. While we 
keep a big supply, we didn’t have enough 
and got the 20 car loads from Savannah 
and Portsmouth. During the day here 
in the city we reinstated nearly 275 
old ‘phones. No, we are not putting in 
any new ’phones now. We are taking no 
new orders except on the conditions [ 
have indicated.’

Dr. Crumley briefly outlines the practical work of such | 3a central agency 
and shows its necessity in a situation such as is presented in Atlanta. 

Without thorough organization and cooperation by this means it is a 
very difficult matter to place charity where it properly belongs. With num-

The plan proposed is that in successful operation in nearly every city in 


the union as large as Atlanta, and the wonder is, with the need of such a 


central ‘charity organization so long obvious, Atlanta has not before this 
moved in the matter. We have now the juvenile court and other thoroughly 
modern institutions of social betterment, and an Associated Charities as the 
clearing house for local charity would fill a long-felt need and be a step 
distinctly in line with Atlanta progress. 

With due allowance for the cant that has come to be associated with 
the expression “worthy charity,” and belief that évery case of rea] want and 
suffering should be relieved by public charity, without reference to Tie 
moral worthiness or unworthiness of the unfortunate one, it is nevertheless 
true that charity is a business with some people who constitute the lower 
stratum of a small class that exert themselves desperately to live by their 
wits instead of by honest employment. Every city has its professional street 
b.ggars and professional paupers, as Dr. Crumley says, ever ready to fatten 
off a severe spell of weather such as is trying the charitable heart of At- 
lanta at present. These “professionals” are to be discouraged, and tae 
charity thus misapplied should go to those who are its proper object. 

Of course, in the absence of a systematic central plan for the distribu- 
tion of the public largess, there is neither time nor opportunity to cross- 
examine every applicant for charity, nor are the charitably inclined dis- 
posed to institute an inquisition in the face of apparent need. Most hard-luck 
tales are accepted at their face value, and it is creditable to the heart, 
whatever may be said of the judgment, of charity, that this is so. Charity is 
an emotion, an impulse, rather than a rule of moral conduct or a dogma of 
religion. It is not prone to ask many questions and is willing to take 
chances on béing misapplied. 

» This applies to individual, impromptu alms-giving rather than to organ- 
ized charity. When charity works through a system it largely eliminates th2 
emotional element and views human nature through the eyes of the sociol- 
Ogist. It tries to locate the fraudg and search out the genuine cases, which 
are seldom self-assertive or obtrusive. As everybody knows, the poverty 
that most deserves relief is generally exceedingly slow to proclaim itself an4 
is more often accidentally discovered than brought to the attention of those 
who would relieve it through a committee visitation or in the usual official] 
ways. Perhaps the greatest sufferers in our American cities during a stress 
of weather or a period of great industrial- depression or panic are those out 
of employment who have exhausted every means of sustaining life without 
an appeal to public charity, and who, rather than become an object of public 
charity, would choose tragedy. Every city of size contains hundreds of sucu 
and the g.od Lord alone knows what they endure in the secret of the’i 
wolf-haunted homes. To help such sad cases public benevolence must exer- 
cise tact and studiously avoid wounding the keenest sensibility it is possible 
for the human heart to feel. 

Too often professional charity is as case-hardened as the professional 
beggar and spares self-respecting destitution none of the unnecessary humili. 
ations of organized benevolence. If charity would be less disposed to let 
its left hand know what its right hand does—if more often it would relieve 


| without the beneficiary knowing whence the benefaction came—there woui* 
| be less sting in the word charity. The cases that should be but are never 


a are always those that magnify the degradation implied in charity as 
a public institution.

The need of suck a central organiza- 
tion is self-evident, and The Constitution is certain that Dr. Crumley’s | 
suggestion will meet with a hearty and entirely satisfactory public response. ; 

The plan in nowise interferes with the work of the various charitable 
organizations or with the charitable work of established religious and fra | 
ternal organizations in Atlanta. It is merely a plan of mutual cooperaticn 
for a common end and will result in facilitating and strengthening the gen- 
eral work of charity in this city.

Whether worthy or 
not, they all ought to be helped in such 
a moment until we can systematize our 
charity work and plan for the eradication 
of the beggar. 

Our charity !s often done without in- 
vestigation of the rea] conditions of the 
applicant. Often two or three agencies 
are helping the same case, and they are 
helped too lavishly and others not enough. 
When two or three churches or lodges are 
helping the same case there ean be no 
wise method used by which they will be 
helped to lift themselves out of their 
poverty and often they are being con- 
firmed in beggary.

This will require a central bureau of 
information at which the facts of need, 
the ones helping and the plans being 
used to relieve them of poverty and of pos- 
sible beggary can be known.

If you propose a life of beg- 
ging because you are blind or lame we 
will not allow it, but will see you are 
helped to help yourself.”’ 

This central bureau in most cities is 
called the associated charities or charity 
organization society, and js not tntended 
as a new channel of distributing charity. 
but as a band of union between al] that 
its information and influence the 
churches or societies may work together 
to wisely relieve the poor. 

The success of the movement fn all] our 
great cities has drawn all the charitable 
elements into union and if we have one it 
The cost will be 
saved in one season by eliminating the 
professional beggars and the wise case of 
the poor, helping them to prepare for the 
cold winter in summer. 

With others who have studied the prob- 
lem of charity, the uplift of the sub-
